DIVIDE  AND  CONQUER 

Arthur  Waterbridge’s  letter  (“This 
Should  Go  Over  Well  ,”  3/21)  takes  issue 
with  the  phrase  “toxic  masculinity,”  used 
in  the  previous  week’s  cover  story  about 
axe  throwing.  In  the  cover  story,  the  teen¬ 
age  son  reveals  (tongue  in  cheek)  that  his 
technique  is  to  aim  the  axe  at  “toxic  mas¬ 
culinity,”  a  reference  to  the  manliness  of 
axe  throwing  and  masculinity’s  undesir¬ 
able  elements. 

The  letter  to  the  editor  satirically  calls 
it  a  “hate  term”  against  Latinos  and  Af¬ 
rican  Americans,  claiming  that  certain 
behavior  is  endemic  to  “their  culture.” 
He  completely  ignores  slavery,  Native 
genocide,  U.S.  takeover  of  Mexican  terri¬ 
tory,  etc.,  etc.,  implying  instead  that  the 
traditional  American  view  is  that  of  white 
gentility:  “To  our  traditional  American 
view,  the  way  Latinos  and  African  Ameri¬ 
cans  treat  women  might  be  seen  as  ob¬ 
jectionable.” 

For  proof,  Waterbridge  suggests  we 
listen  to  rap  music,  and  he  points  to  the 
disproportionately  high  arrest  rate  of 
people  of  color  —  for  rape,  he  claims.  He 
doesn’t  discuss  the  oppressive  origins  of 
multigenerational  poverty  among  minor¬ 
ities,  along  with  the  issues  of  profiling,  in¬ 
equitable  prosecution  of  equal  crimes  or 
the  cross-cultural-ness  of  sexual  assault. 

This  is  white  supremacy,  of  course. 
Membership  in  white  nationalist  groups 
went  up  50  percent  last  year,  reports  the 
Southern  Poverty  Law  Center. 

Over  the  dinner  table,  we  just  dis¬ 
cussed  what  we’d  say  after  hearing  some¬ 
one  stereotype  people  of  color  as  being 
inherently  anything,  or  as  being  inferior 
somehow.  I’d  fact  check  them,  and  point 
out  that  the  White  House  is  employing 
classic  “divide  and  conquer”  tactics:  in¬ 
stilling  fear  and  hate  to  wield  control  for 
personal  profit.

IN  PRAISE  OF 
LUCINDA  PARKER 

I’m  delighted  with  Eugene  Weekly’s 
continued  coverage  of  the  visual  arts  by 
writer  Ester  Barkai,  especially  her  March 
21  article  reviewing  Portland  painter  Lu¬ 
cinda  Parker’s  60-year  retrospective  on 
display  at  Willamette  University’s  Hallie 
Ford  Museum  through  March  31. 

Parker  would  not  deny  that  her  work 
emerges  from  a  Northwest  tradition  root¬ 
ed  in  landscape  painting,  a  sensibility  that 
comes  from  a  lifetime  of  mixing  genres  as 
diverse  as  cubism  and  abstract  expres¬ 
sionism.  Her  brand  of  cubism  shares  the 
DNA  influence  of  Northwest  modernists 
like,  say,  C.  S.  Price. 

Parker’s  lush,  orgasmic  paintings 
juxtapose  tectonic  blocks  to  swirls  and 
swooshes  that  suggest  an  environment 
in  constant  motion.  I  am  particularly  fond 
of  her  acrylic  and  Rhoplex  period  in  paint¬ 
ings  like  “Sweet  Tooth”  (1974),  which  was 
also  featured  in  her  smaller  retrospective 
now  housed  in  the  Portland  Art  Museum’s 
permanent  collection. 

Her  paintings  are  indeed  influenced  by 
the  past,  but  suggest  that  the  universal 
must  first  be  intensely  local  and  personal, 
rooted  in  the  artist’s  psyche  and  exhibit¬ 
ing  an  agreed-upon  code  of  painterly  ritu¬ 
als  for  self-investigation  that  underlies 
her  brand  of  creativity. 

Critically,  there  was  a  Pacific  North¬ 
west  school  of  painting;  in  actuality,  there 
was  a  diverse  group  of  artists  like  Morris 
Graves,  Guy  Anderson,  Kenneth  Callah¬ 
an,  MarkTobey  and  William  Ivey  respond¬ 
ing  to  each  other  and  to  their  contacts 
with  the  past,  which  are  carried  forward 
in  Parker’s  paintings.  Her  Force  Field  is 
well  worth  the  drive  to  Salem.

Fyre  2.0  Coming  to  Eugene 

CITY  COUNCIL  GRANTS  ETERNAL  TAX  BREAK  TO  UNDERWRITE  ROCK  FESTIVAL

n  its  latest  attempt  to  bolster  downtown 
business,  the  City  Council  voted  unanimously 
last  week  to  host  the  controversial  Fyre  Festival 
2.0  this  summer  on  the  gravel  pad  that  once 
held  City  Hall. 

“We  have  put  Eugene  on  the  map!”  said  an 
exultant  Eugene-Springfield  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  CEO  Brittany  Quick-Warner,  who  predicted  the 
three-day  luxury  summer  festival,  to  be  held  July  7-9, 
would  pump  $20  million  into  the  local  economy. 

Three-day  passes  will  run  $1,200  to  $2,500,  with 
the  upper  range  including  tent  accommodations  at  the 
homeless  camp  nearby  on  Highway  99.  Parking  at  the 
city’s  overcrowded  parking  garages  will  run  another 
$500. 

Headlining  the  festival  will  be  what’s  left  of  gui¬ 
tarist  Jerry  Garcia,  front  man  of  The  Grateful  Dead. 
Quick-Warner  said  Garcia’s  remains  were  turned  over 
after  his  reported  death  in  1995  to  a  cryogenic  labora¬ 
tory  now  at  the  Knight  Campus  for  Accelerating  Scien¬ 
tific  Impact,  where  University  of  Oregon  scientists  have 


developed  a  revolutionary  procedure  for  bringing  dead 
artists  back  to  life. 

“This  new  technology  will  absolutely  blow  your 
mind,”  said  Matt  Sayre  of  Technology  Association  of 
Oregon,  another  backer  of  the  festival  plan. 

Key  to  moving  the  project  forward  was  a  city-county 
deal  in  which  the  land  under  the  gravel  pad  is  to  be  sold 
to  Fyre  2.0  LLC  for  $50,000.  The  low  price,  explained 
City  Manager  Jon  Ruiz,  reflects  the  fact  that  it’s  appar¬ 
ently  impossible  to  build  anything  on  the  lot. 

The  city  then  declared  the  site  to  be  part  of  a  newly 
established  “infinity  enterprise  zone,”  exempting  Fyre 
from  property  taxes  forever  in  exchange  for  creating 
three  minimum-wage  jobs. 

An  advance  crew  of  supermodels  and  social  media 
influencers  hired  by  Fyre  founder  and  entrepreneur  Bil¬ 
ly  McFarland  has  already  been  spotted  hanging  around 
downtown,  pretending  to  be  homeless  and  posting 
about  Eugene  as  an  undiscovered  tropical  paradise. 

“Eugene  is  even  better  than  the  Bahamas,”  gushed 
McFarland  on  Twitter  from  his  suite  at  the  Federal  Cor¬ 


rectional  Institution  in  Otisville,  New  York,  where  he 
said  he  has  been  enjoying  a  six-year  artistic  residency 
since  the  last  Fyre  fest  wrapped  up. 

The  2017  Fyre  Festival,  which  was  to  have  been  held 
on  Great  Exuma,  a  small  private  island  in  the  Baha¬ 
mas,  descended  into  chaos  and,  finally,  lawsuits  and 
prosecutions  when  thousands  of  ticket  holders  arrived 
to  find  no  accommodations  and  no  music.  Many  were 
stuck  on  the  island  with  no  way  home. 

McFarland  said  he’s  had  two  years  to  work  out  the 
issues  that  plagued  the  original  fest.  “And  if  anyone 
gets  stuck  in  Eugene,  well,  Mr.  Ruiz  tells  me  you  do  an 
absolutely  excellent  job  of  taking  care  of  the  homeless,” 
he  emailed. 

Ruiz  dismissed  claims  that  Fyre  2.0  might  never  ma¬ 
terialize. 

“That  festival  is  absolutely  going  to  happen,  and  a 
new  City  Hall  is  going  to  be  built,”  he  predicted.  “Don’t 
believe  everything  you  read  about  Billy  McFarland.  He 
has  the  kind  of  clear  business  vision  we  need  here  in  Eu¬ 
gene.”  ■

Last  year,  when  the  former 
Eugene  Weekly  sold  to  a  con¬ 
servative  media  conglomer¬ 
ate  and  rebranded  itself  the 
Eugene  Guillotine ,  liberals 
in  this  progressive  college 
town  were  seized  by  outrage 
and  despair.  There  was  much  howling  and 
gnashing  of  teeth.  Jesus  wept. 

The  mission  of  the  new  ownership, 

Full-Media  License  (FML),  was  clear:  The 
sad  songs  and  waltzes  of  Social  Justice 
Warriors  just  aren’t  selling  anymore,  and 
it’s  high  time  Eugene  was  relieved  of  left¬ 
learning  fake  news  in  favor  of  the  hard 
truths  of  today. 

As  FML  spokesman  Chip  Robertson 
said  at  the  time  of  the  sale:  “We  plan  on 
working  closely  with  local  developers  and 
certain  flexible  members  of  the  political 
establishment  to  give  a  fair  and  accurate 
vision  of  reality,”  which  includes  promoting 
the  wisdom  of  big  corporate  tax  breaks, 
selling  off  civic  institutions  to  private 
enterprise  and  otherwise  deregulating  the 
so-called  free  market. 

Democracy  isn’t  dead;  it  just  goes  to  the 
highest  bidder  now. 

But  in  a  stunning  move,  the  Eugene 
Guillotine  yesterday  was  sold  again,  this  time 
to  Just  Do  It  Media  (Just  DIM),  a  subsidiary 
of  Chairman  Phil  Knight’s  multinational 
Nike  corporation.  The  reason  for  the  sale, 
according  to  insiders,  was  purely  economic. 

“Eugene  is  full  of  liberals,”  said  Just  DIM’s 
press  liaison  Bill  Shine,  “and  liberals  weren’t 
buying  what  the  Guillotine  was  selling.  The  paper  was 
failing.  This  is  more  a  re-branding  than  an  ideological 
shift,  per  se.” 

Shine  pointed  out  a  number  of  reasons  Nike’s 
takeover  of  the  press  is  a  great  idea.  First,  he  said, 
Eugene  loves  “Uncle  Phil”  Knight,  whose  vast  financial 
contributions  have  turned  the  University  of  Oregon  into 
a  veritable  sports  mecca  despite  the  ongoing  gutting  of 
liberal  arts  departments. 

“Recent  college  scandals  have  shown  us  that 
academics  are  a  thing  of  the  past,”  Shine  said.  “What 
the  people  want  are  feel-good  stories  about  student- 
athletes  succeeding  despite  the  odds,  be  those 


fraudulent  rape  charges  or  criminal  prosecution  for 
recruitment  violations.” 

Despite  the  fact  that  Knight  is  a  regular  contributor 
to  right-wing,  pro-corporate  Republican  candidates  and 
that  Nike  itself  has  received  criticism  for  its  practices  of 
using  sweatshop  labor  in  countries  such  as  Vietnam  and 
Honduras,  Shine  points  out  that  the  company’s  image 
remains  oddly  untarnished  in  “lefty”  Eugene. 

“As  the  recent  Colin  Kaepernick  ad  campaign  for 
Nike  readily  proved,”  Shine  says,  “liberals  are  pretty 
gullible.  Flash  them  an  ad  of  a  black  athlete  utterly  shut 
down  by  the  NFL  for  protesting  police  violence  against 
blacks,  and  they  forget  all  about  the  fact  that  Nike 


stands  for  everything  they  claim  to  hate. 
It’s  beautiful.” 

In  fact,  Shine  says,  the  re-branding 
team  considered  naming  the  paper  the 
Eugene  Gullible,  but  that  seemed  a  bit 
too  much.  They’ve  decided  to  go  with  the 
more  triumphant  and  recognizable  name 
of  the  Eugene  Swoosh,  a  reference  to  the 
ubiquitous  symbol  that  emblazons  Nike 
products. 

“It’s  a  match  made  in  heaven,”  Shine 
says  of  the  polygamous  marriage  of 
Knight,  Nike  and  local  media.  “I  mean, 
it’s  all  been  heading  in  this  direction  for 
decades,  and  this  just  kind  of  puts  an 
official  stamp  on  the  whole  thing.  It’s  a 
win-win,”  he  added,  noting  that  everything 
distasteful  about  neoliberal  policies  — 
deregulation,  privatization,  corporate 
subsidies,  rampant  consumerism  and  the 
dismantling  of  civic  institutions  —  is  made 
palatable  with  the  proper  progressive 
spin. 

Local  real  estate  magnate  and  developer 
Brian  Obie,  for  his  part,  was  thrilled  by  the 
promises  of  the  Eugene  Swoosh. 

“It’s  about  time,”  said  Obie,  whose 
Fifth  Street  Public  Market  project  just  got 
underway  with  a  ten-year  tax  waiver.  “I’ve 
been  listening  to  all  this  caterwauling  about 
tax  breaks  and  the  homeless  for  years, 
but  we’ve  got  several  international  track 
competitions  coming  to  town,  and  it’s  time 
we  got  busy.  Track  Town  U.S.A.!  The  Swoosh 
is  going  to  clean  this  town  up!” 

Shine  said  readers  of  Eugene  Swoosh  can 
expect  strong  coverage  of  such  track  meets,  along  with 
endless  profiles  of  any  black  student  athletes  who  don’t 
refuse  to  stand  for  the  National  Anthem.  And  the  paper 
will  continue  to  shine  a  light  on  longstanding  Eugene 
institutions,  such  as  the  Cuthbert  Amphitheater  and 
Market  of  Choice. 

When  questioned  about  the  apparent  incompatibility 
of  a  progressive,  independent  weekly  newspaper  being 
owned  by  a  multinational  corporation  whose  interest 
seem  contrary  to  its  interest,  Shine  was  sanguine. 

“Identity  politics  covers  a  multitude  of  sins,”  he  said. 
“My  new  motto  is:  'Don’t  worry  about  it,  buddy.  It’s 
Niketown.’”  ■

A  CENTER  FOR  WOMEN’S  SPORTS  WILL  BE 
BUILT  OVER  THE  PIONEER  CEMETERY

The  University  of  Oregon  has 
developed  a  novel  concept  to 
facilitate  its  expansion,  making 
use  of  what  the  school  calls 
“wasted  space  .”  The  university 
will  build  an  athletic  center  for 
women’s  sports  and  place  it  on 
stilts  over  the  Pioneer  Cemetery. 

UO  Athletic  Director  Rob  Mullens  says  the  idea 
solves  two  problems.  “First,  it’s  not  like  the  dead 
people  are  doing  anything  there,  so  it’s  pretty 
much  wasted  space,”  he  says. 

Second,  Mullens  says,  despite  the  recent  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  UO  women’s  basketball  team,  “no  one 
really  cares  that  much  about  women’s  sports  or 
comes  to  watch  them.  So  with  this  new  facility,  the 
women  can  go  play  sportsball  by  themselves  and 
free  up  places  like  Matt  Knight  for  real  sports.” 

He  points  out  the  new  Center  for  Ladies  Inno¬ 
vative  Teamwork  in  Sport  will  be  conveniently  lo¬ 
cated  near  Gerlinger  and  Susan  Campbell  halls, 
“traditional  locations  for  women’s  stuff  on  cam¬ 
pus.” 

“The  cemetery  is  located  close  to  Hayward  Field 


and  other  sports  facilities,”  he  points  out,  adding, 
“When  they  are  done  with  games  and  practice  the 
girls  can  go  watch  the  men  play  and  cheer  them  on.” 

The  stilts  over  the  cemetery  is  an  old  idea  made 
new  again.  According  to  information  from  the 
UO  libraries,  “For  many  years  the  cemetery  was 
considered  as  a  viable  space  for  future  university 
growth.”  In  1963,  Lutes  and  Amundson  architects 
designed  a  plan  that  “envisioned  placing  buildings 
over  the  graves  by  means  of  stilts  and  enabling 
navigation  through  raised  walkways  and  bridges.” 

UO  interim  spokesperson  Molly  Blancett  says 
that  using  the  old  stilts  plan  with  some  modifica¬ 
tions  will  also  save  the  school  money. 

“Really  the  only  thing  different  about  architec¬ 
ture  these  days  is  that  we  need  to  plan  for  bigger 
earthquakes,”  she  says.  “In  this  case  it  would  only 
fall  on  dead  people,  and  we  just  need  to  make  sure 
living  people  can  evacuate.” 

Blancett  says  that,  with  limited  attendance  at 
women’s  games,  evacuation  should  be  easy,  and 
the  school  will  install  emergency  slides  re-pur¬ 
posed  from  soon-to-be  decommissioned  Boeing 
737  Max  8  airplanes.  ■ 


Closer  to  the  Heart 

A  HEARTFELT  ANSWER  TO  HOMELESSNESS, 

PLUS  A  SHOCKING  REVELATION  AT  A  CITY  COUNCIL  MEETING

fter  years  of  hearing  from  residents 
who  are  tired  of  municipal  inaction 
on  ending  Eugene’s  homelessness 
problem,  the  City  Council  declared 
an  end  to  the  crisis  by  declaring, 
“Home  is  where  the  heart  is.” 

The  Eugene  City  Council  vot¬ 
ed  unanimously  for  the  declaration  and  unraveled  a 
George  W.  Bush-eque  “Mission  Accomplished”  banner 
to  celebrate  when  the  March  25  meeting  adjourned. 
During  the  celebration  after  the  City  Council  meeting, 
Mayor  Lucy  Vinis  made  a  not-so-shocking  revelation 
about  her  identity. 

“I  really  think  we’ve  solved  it  now,”  City  Councilor 
Chris  Pryor,  who  gleefully  seconded  the  motion,  told 
the  Eugene  Weekly.  “Homeless  folk  can  finally  rest  easy 
knowing  they  have  a  home.” 

The  City  Council’s  solution  caps  several  years  of 
policy  considerations,  such  as  discussing  punitive 
measures  to  end  panhandling,  paying  for  high-cost 
consultants  and  throwing  essential  oils  at  the  home¬ 
less  to  make  them  disappear  from  a  business-oriented 
downtown. 

Eugene  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  attending  the 


City  Council  meeting  in  their  signature  green  blazers, 
erupted  in  joy,  applauding  the  decision. 

“We  wholeheartedly  agree  with  [City  Council].  It’s 
clear  that  folks  experiencing  homelessness  need  a 
solution  because  it’s  still  so  cold  outside,”  says  Brittany 
Quick-Warner,  CEO  of  Eugene  Area  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  “Best  of  all,  this  solution  doesn’t  cost  business 
owners  anything  because  we  just  can’t  afford  to  pay  in¬ 
creased  taxes.” 

Before  the  matter  was  voted  upon,  City  Manager 
Jon  Ruiz  offered  a  caveat  despite  recommending  that 
the  City  Council  pass  the  action  item. 

Ruiz  said  the  action  item  would  need  an  amend¬ 
ment  later  down  the  road  to  ensure  the  homeless  pop¬ 
ulation’s  hearts  are  subject  to  proper  permits.  Ruiz 
wouldn’t  comment  to  EW  on  how  much  revenue  these 
permits  would  bring  in,  but  it  would  pay  off  past  costs 
accrued  from  Eugene  Police  Department’s  anti-home- 
less  enforcement. 

Amidst  the  celebration  inside  Harris  Hall,  Mayor 
Vinis  told  attendees  that  since  she  accomplished  one 
of  the  goals  she  established  at  the  2019  State  of  the 
City,  she  could  finally  reveal  a  key  truth  about  herself. 

Vinis  began  to  tug  at  her  face,  revealing  a  familiar 


visage.  It  turns  out  that  Vinis  has  been  Kitty  Piercy  this 
whole  time. 

No  one  seemed  surprised  —  no  one  in  the  audience, 
city  councilors  or  Ruiz  gasped  or  indicated  shock. 

Councilor  Mike  Clark  told  EW  that  he  thought  Piercy 
was  still  mayor  this  whole  time  because  Ruiz  never  told 
the  councilors  there  was  a  new  mayor.  Clark  says  he 
just  thought  Piercy  had  a  new  hairstyle,  which  he  was 
too  afraid  to  compliment  since  it’s  been  a  few  years. 

“We  figured  they  were  the  same  person  since  Piercy 
is  always  acting  like  the  mayor  anyway,  always  attend¬ 
ing  public  events,  chatting  up  the  public  on  Facebook 
and  offering  candidate  endorsements,”  Ruiz  says.  ■

BEV  SMITH  INDUCTED  IN 
P AC-1 2  HALL  OF  HONOR, 
REFLECTS  ON  BASKETBALL ,

The  wall  behind  Bev  Smith’s  computer 
is  filled  with  thank-you  notes  and 
team  photos  of  KidSports  basketball 
teams.  Smith  is  still  active  in  coaching, 
though  with  a  different  pool  of 
athletes  with  different  goals:  learning 
to  be  a  good,  solid  productive  person. 
Smith  has  been  executive  director  of  KidSports  for 
nine  years.  Before  that,  she  was  a  University  of  Oregon 
athlete,  coach  and  professional  basketball  player. 

On  March  15,  Smith  was  inducted  into  Pac-12’s  Hall  of 
Honor  during  the  conference  tournament  in  Las  Vegas. 
She’s  the  first  woman  athlete  to  be  inducted  from  the 
University  of  Oregon. 

Smith  recalls  what  it  was  like  playing  basketball  at 
the  UO  just  a  few  years  after  the  passage  of  Title  IX, 
the  federal  law  ensuring  equal  opportunity  for  women 
in  education.  Despite  the  university’s  historically 
unequal  investment,  she  says  the  UO  has  become  a  bit 
more  equitable  in  recent  years,  thanks  to  the  growth  of 
interest  in  women’s  sports. 

“You  don’t  get  those  awards  by  yourself,  particularly 
when  you  play  a  team  sport  such  as  basketball,”  Smith 
says  about  being  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Honor.  “You 
don’t  get  to  that  position  without  solid  family  support, 
so  it  conjures  up  a  lot  of  memories  and  a  lot  of  moments 


to  be  grateful  for.” 

Smith  says  that,  at  a  moment  such  as  this,  she  thinks 
back  to  every  person  who  pushed  her  or  passed  the  ball 
or  set  up  a  screen. 

“Even  your  competitors  made  you  better,”  she  says. 

Basketball  is  still  a  passion  for  Smith,  though  now  she 
incorporates  coaching  and  teaching  into  that  passion. 
She  says  she  knows  firsthand  how  important  great 
teachers  and  coaches  can  be  in  teaching  discipline  and 
positive  habits.  She  wants  to  pass  those  values  on  to  the 
next  generation. 

“It’s  more  than  the  x’s  and  o’s,”  Smith  says,  adding 
that  it’s  not  just  about  the  game.  “Helping  young  girls 
and  boys  be  confident  and  recognize  their  confidence  is 
really  rewarding.” 

Smith  started  participating  in  competitive  elite 
basketball  at  17.  She  was  able  to  play  basketball  and 
travel  the  world,  she  says,  and  thanks  to  her  coaches, 
family  and  teachers,  she  didn’t  go  “across  the  tracks”  to 
pick  up  bad  behaviors. 

Instead,  Smith  came  to  UO  to  play  basketball  when 
women’s  sports  weren’t  as  well  supported  as  the  team 
is  today. 

She  recalls  disparate  investment  from  the  UO  in 
women’s  sports.  The  men’s  team  would  fly  by  plane,  but 
the  women  had  to  take  a  van  or  rent  a  car  to  compete 


at  other  schools.  Rather  than  wearing  top-of-the-line 
Nike  apparel  like  the  two  teams  do  today,  she  says  the 
women’s  team  had  to  wear  generic  athletic  clothing. 
They  were  lucky  to  receive  just  a  pair  of  shoes. 

“We  noticed  the  difference  with  the  men,  but  it  didn’t 
prevent  us  from  pursuing  our  passion,”  she  says.  “We 
were  going  to  be  out  there  whether  we  got  any  shoes, 
because  we  loved  playing  the  game.” 

When  Smith  was  a  freshman,  she  says,  it  was  the  first 
year  that  the  team  was  able  to  play  at  McArthur  Court 
on  its  own  and  not  as  a  warm  up  act  for  the  men’s  team. 
That’s  because  fans  were  saying  they  didn’t  want  to  buy 
a  ticket  for  the  men’s  game  and  wanted  to  support  the 
women’s  team. 

Women’s  games  were  attended  by  a  sprinkling  of 
fans,  Smith  says,  but  when  the  South  Korean  national 
team  toured  the  U.S.  and  showed  up  to  play  the  UO  in 
spring  1979,  the  audience  packed  the  bleachers.  Five 
thousand  people  were  in  attendance  for  that  game,  and 
it  was  the  first  time  Smith  says  she  played  in  front  of 
that  many  people. 

The  large  draw,  she  says,  didn’t  affect  the  team’s 
performance. 

“Five  thousand  people  in  that  lower  bowl  in  a  wooden 
facility,  I’m  sure  the  South  Koreans  were  shocked  at  how 
loud  it  could  get  in  there  and  how  much  support  you 
could  feel,”  she  says.  “We  were  the  gladiators  out  there.” 

UO  went  on  to  win  the  game  by  one  point. 

A  victory  in  that  game  helped  establish  a  buzz  about 
the  team,  inspiring  people  to  follow  the  women’s  team, 
Smith  says. 

Women’s  sports  has  grown  over  the  past  30  years 
since  Title  IX’s  implementation,  in  large  part  due  to 
the  work  the  athletes  have  done  on  the  court,  in  the 
classroom  and  the  community,  Smith  says.  This  has 
helped  establish  a  generation  of  women  athletes  to 
which  today’s  athletes  can  be  compared. 

“Years  ago  when  I  played,  people  would  say,  ‘Oh, 
you’re  the  Larry  Bird  of  women’s  basketball,’  and  my 
mom  was  always  like,  'Well,  that’s  a  compliment  to  him, 
not  you,”’  she  says. 

“Now,  though,”  Smith  continues,  “Sabrina  [Ionescu] 
can  be  compared  to  myself,  Denise  Curry  or  Cheryl 
Miller.  There’s  context  now  that  makes  it  our  game.”  ■ 
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What  It  Means 
to  Impede 

EUGENE  HOMELESS  ADVOCATES  CONCERNED 
ABOUT  PROPOSED  CHANGES  TO  CITY  CODE

The  city  of  Eugene  says  it’s  looking 
to  clarify  some  hard-to-explain 
terms  like  “impede”  and  “willful” 
in  a  proposed  administrative  order 
from  the  city  manager’s  office,  but 
Eugene-area  homeless  advocates  are 
concerned  the  proposal  would  serve 
to  further  restrict  the  unhoused  downtown. 

The  order,  R-4.872,  affects  the  Downtown  Activity 
Zone,  the  area  bounded  by  the  center  lines  of  6th 
Avenue,  Lincoln  Street,  11th  Avenue  and  High  Street. 
According  to  Eugene  City  Code,  the  DAZ  is  “intended 
to  encourage  private  investment  in  the  downtown 
area  and  to  enhance  the  value  of  such  investments  by 
encouraging  pedestrians  to  come  to  the  area.” 

Laura  Hammond,  spokesperson  for  City  Manager 
Jon  Ruiz’s  office,  says  the  rule  is  intended  to  “give 
clarity  to  folks  who  work  downtown  and  clarity  on  what 
the  rules  are.”  Hammond  says  the  city  has  extended 
the  comment  period  from  March  28  to  April  4  and  is 
looking  for  feedback  from  the  public. 


Administrative  orders  from  the  city  manager  do  not 
require  a  vote  by  the  Eugene  City  Council. 

Eugene  City  Councilor  Emily  Semple  says  the  changes 
reduce  the  area  of  the  sidewalk  where  people  are  able  to 
sit.  The  new  language  refers  to  an  8-foot  area  rather  than 
a  5-foot  area  that  must  be  kept  clear  for  pedestrians, 
which,  she  says,  “some  see  as  advantageous  and  some  see 
as  not  so  great.” 

Jean  Stacey  of  the  group  SLEEPS  (Safe  Legally 
Entitled  Emergency  Places  to  Sleep)  is  among  those 
who  question  the  changes.  She  says  the  new  language, 
which  also  lays  out  what  the  city  considers  “unimpeded 
pedestrian  area”  and  “landscaped  pedestrian  area,” 
narrows  the  area  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  street 
to  keep  people  from  camping  there,  and  it  still  leaves 
the  decision  about  whether  someone  is  impeding  up  to 
interpretation  by  the  police. 

The  administrative  order  allows  for  a  person  to 
believe  “in  good  faith”  that  there  was  an  8-foot  travel 
lane  available.  But  Stacey  says  a  police  officer  may  be 
less  likely  to  believe  a  person  who  appears  unhoused  to 


be  using  good  judgment. 

Stacey  wonders  if  the  proposed  order  is  in  reaction 
to  the  Boise  homeless  ruling,  in  which  the  9th  U.S. 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  decided  that  an  ordinance 
banning  sleeping  outdoors  is  unconstitutional  if  the 
people  it  affects  have  no  other  options  available. 

Fellow  homeless  advocate  Zondie  Zinkie  of  HEAT 
(Homeless  Empathy  Action  Team)  is  skeptical  of 
the  order  as  well.  “This  seems  like  another  move  to 
keep  people  who  have  markers  of  being  unhoused  or 
counterculture  form  having  any  visibility  downtown,” 
she  says. 

Ilyas  Ansari,  a  lifelong  resident  of  Eugene  who  is 
currently  unhoused,  also  criticizes  the  rule.  “In  these 
turbulent  times  of  Trump,  it  seems  the  once  open- 
minded  city  of  Eugene’s  hierarchy  is  following  the 
wonderful  example  [of  Trump]  by  using  public  money 
to  take  away  public  spaces,”  Ansari  says. 

According  to  City  Code,  violation  of  section  4.872 
is  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.  The  “willful 
violation  of  section  4.872”  in  the  DAZ  only  is  $1,000  or 
confinement  in  jail  not  to  exceed  one  year,  or  both  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Semple  says  she’d  like  to  see  other  places  to 
sit  downtown,  as  well  as  places  where  people  can 
gather  with  their  dogs  and  smoke.  She  says  Eugene’s 
downtown  smoking  ban  has  actually  coalesced  groups 
of  smokers,  making  it  more  daunting  for  others. 

Semple  says  it  is  critical  that  there  be  a  downtown 
day  center  for  the  unhoused.  ■

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•  A  new  analysis  by  MuckRock,  a  nonprofit  that  helps 
people  file  public  records  requests,  ranked  Oregon  as 
the  worst  state  in  the  nation  in  response  time  for 
records  requests  with  an  average  wait  of  148  days.  The 
long  wait  time  is  because  of  unclear  state  law  on  response 
time,  the  group  says.  Improving  public  access  to  records 
was  one  of  Gov.  Kate  Brown’s  campaign  promises,  telling 
Eugene  Weekly  while  on  the  campaign  trail  that  she  was 
dedicated  to  transparency  and  had  already  cleared  a 
huge  backlog.  MuckRock  had  a  different  experience.  The 
positive,  though,  is  that  when  you’re  at  dead  bottom, 
there’s  nowhere  to  go  but  up.  Several  bills  now  in  the 
Oregon  Legislature  address  public  records. 


•  Whatever  the  Mueller  report  says  and  who  is  going 
to  know  it  probably  won’t  matter  20  months  from  now. 
That’s  November  2020,  an  incredibly  important  election 
for  the  future  of  our  democracy  when  a  good  number  of 
Republican-controlled  Senate  seats  and  the  White  House 
is  up  for  grabs.  Organizing  is  underway  locally  and  across 
the  country  for  the  Democratic  Party  to  seize  the  Senate 
and  the  presidency.  Democrats  won  in  2018.  Bring  on 
2020. 


•  We  love  benches.  EW  staff  and  strangers  have 
long  enjoyed  a  welcoming  bench  in  front  of  our  red 
building  on  Lincoln  Street.  It’s  been  deemed  a  “beast  of 
a  bench”  and  was  put  together  by  Eugene-based  artist 
Tim  Boyden,  who  recently  closed  his  gallery  Out  on  a 
Limb  on  Broadway  and  is  now  selling  from  his  university 
area  home.  He  is  famous  for  much  more  sophisticated 
benches  than  this  one,  but  we  like  its  sturdiness  and 
simplicity.  Come  sit  on  our  new  bench! 


•  The  Trump  regime  wasted  no  time  in  pushing 
back  against  the  news  media  in  the  wake  of  the  Mueller 
report.  His  re-election  campaign  issued  an  enemies  list 
of  people  who  shouldn’t  be  interviewed  on  television, 
including  House  Intelligence  Committee  Chairman  Adam 
Schiff,  House  Judiciary  Committee  Chairman  Jerry 
Nadler,  House  Intelligence  Committee  member  Eric 
Swalwell,  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  member  Richard 
Blumenthal  and  DNC  Chair  Tom  Perez.  OK,  maybe  we’re 
just  jealous  that  EW  didn’t  make  the  list,  but  this  is  a 
move  worthy  of  President  Richard  Nixon. 


•  Arguments  before  the  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
in  the  Kelsey  Rose  Juliana  et  al  v.  USA  case  are  set  for 
9:30  am  Tuesday,  June  4,  in  Portland.  This  is  the  next 
step  in  the  case  sometimes  called  Our  Children’s  Trust, 
filed  in  Eugene.  The  case  should  be  allowed  to  go  to  trial 
—  but  who  dares  to  guess  what  the  Ninth  Circuit  will  do? 


•  We’ll  be  watching  to  see  who  replaces  Oregon 
State  University  President  Ed  Ray  next  year  when  he 
ends  a  long  career  in  Corvallis  that  began  in  2003.  An 
economist,  he  has  been  highly  respected  in  the  state 
and  certainly  a  stabilizing  force  in  some  rough  years  for 
financing  higher  education.

Steve  Herron 

“I’ve  always  loved  people  and  I’ve  always  loved 
cars,”  says  Steve  Herron,  certified  Nissan  Leaf 
salesman  at  Lithia  Nissan,  who  has  sold  more 
electric  cars  than  anyone  else  in  Eugene.  “The 
typical  Leaf  customer  asks  ajillion  questions.  The 
Leaf  doesn’t  work  like  a  regular  gas  car,  so  there’s 
a  bit  of  a  learning  curve.”  A  Bay  Area  transplant 
who  grew  up  in  San  Jose,  Herron  came  north  in 
1980  to  study  at  Oregon  State  University.  He  got 
a  degree  in  marketing  management  and  computer 
science  from  OSU  in  1990,  then  worked  on  music 
video  production  and  earned  a  two-year  music- 
industry  degree  from  the  Art  Institute  of  Seattle. 
He  worked  in  “construction  and  golfing”  in  Portland 
and  Eugene  until  age  44,  when  his  back  told  him, 
“No  more  heavy  lifting!”  He  took  a  job  at  Lithia 
Nissan  in  2007.  “The  economy  was  taking  a  turn 
for  the  worse,”  he  notes,  “and  the  job  market  was 
competitive.”  He  persevered  while  the  economy 
improved  and  became  certified  to  sell  the  Leaf 
in  2013.  He  points  out  that  the  Leaf’s  full-charge 
range  of  150  miles  makes  it  most  suitable  for 
commuting.  “The  batteries  are  happiest  between 
20  and  80  percent  charged,”  he  adds.  “Fuel  costs 
are  a  fraction  of  a  gas-powered  car,  and  another  big 
benefit  is  little-to-no  maintenance  cost.”  Electric 
cars  are  especially  beneficial  to  the  environment  in 
Oregon,  where  most  electricity  is  generated  from 
hydro  and  other  renewable  power  sources.  “Steve  is 
incredibly  knowledgeable  about  the  Leaf,  its  range, 
charging,  tax  credits  and  battery  life  intricacies,” 
says  Steve  Mital,  director  of  sustainability  at  the 
University  of  Oregon,  who  recently  purchased  a 
Leaf.  “It  takes  two  to  three  times  the  effort  to  sell 
one  compared  to  a  conventional  car.  He  does  it 
because  he  believes  in  it.”

We  Have  Seen  the  Enemy 

DIRECTOR  JORDAN  PEELE  DELIVERS  A  DISCONCERTING  HALL  OF  MIRRORS  IN  US

esterday  I  wrote  a  review  of  Jordan  Peele’s 
new  movie,  Us,  which  unexpectedly  blew  up 
the  box  office  this  past  weekend.  Unlike  most 
reviews,  which  take  me  about  an  hour  to  bang 
out,  this  one  took  all  damn  day,  and  it  gave  me 
fits.  It  dislocated  my  brain. 

This  morning,  I  scrapped  that  review.  My 
suspicion  was  that  it  gave  the  impression  that  I  liked  the  movie 
less  than  I  did,  and  that  wasn’t  fair. 

So  my  failed  review  now  hangs, 
ravaged  and  cannibalized,  on  the 
sinews  and  tendons  of  this  new  one. 

Oodles  and  oodles  of  print  have 
already  been  spilled  on  Us,  and  I 
haven’t  read  a  lick  of  it,  though  I’ve 
caught  the  drift.  Peele’s  horror 
movie  about  a  family  being  stalked 
and  hunted  by  a  mirror  family  of 
malevolent  doppelgangers  is  about: 
the  Biblical  end  times;  the  duality 
of  good  and  evil;  the  revenge  of  the 
American  underclass;  Trump;  an 
existential  nightmare;  a  Chinese 
puzzle  of  tangled  implications,  none 
of  which  are  good. 

Extend  the  list  ad  infinitum. 

At  the  center  of  the  movie  is  Adelaide  (the  fantastic  Lupita 
Nyong’o)  and  her  family  —  a  perfectly  pleasant  middle-class  sub¬ 
urban  bunch,  including  husband  Gabe  (Winston  Duke),  daugh¬ 
ter  Zora  (Shahadi  Wright  Joseph)  and  son  Jason  (Evan  Alex)  — 
who  are  suddenly  besieged  in  their  Santa  Cruz  summer  cottage 
by  their  deranged  and  brutal  selves,  a  family  of  “tethereds”  who 
proceed  to  terrorize  them  with  merciless  persistence. 

To  Gabe’s  question  of  who  in  the  hell  these  people  are,  Ade¬ 
laide’s  double  replies  in  a  strangled  voice:  “We’re  Americans.” 

This  response  sent  a  shiver  through  me,  and  I  only  wish 
Peele  had  let  the  mystery  rest  on  that  haunting  moment. 
Instead,  the  film  goes  into  hyper-drive,  unleashing  a  heady  stew 
of  backstory  and  exposition,  suggesting  to  me  that  Peele  —  as 
talented  and  ambitious  as  he  is  —  lost  control  of  his  material.  Us 


tries  to  say  and  do  a  bit  too  much,  and  as  fun  as  all  the  thematic 
and  symbolic  threads  are  to  watch  spool  out,  they  just  don’t 
come  together. 

This  thematic  chaos  is  mirrored  in  the  carnivalesque  tone 
of  the  film,  which  employs  a  series  of  genre  tropes  that  jangle 
and  jar,  sometimes  gloriously,  sometimes  not.  A  master  of 
technique,  Peele  is  capable  of  hitting  the  bull’s-eye  at  any 
given  moment  —  dark  comedy,  satire,  suspense,  spoof,  horror 
—  but  the  collision  of  these  aspects 
weakens  the  cohesion  of  the  movie, 
which  would  seem  to  call  for  the  kind 
of  singleness  of  purpose  that  Peele 
brought  so  brilliantly  to  his  debut, 
Get  Out. 

I  suspect  that  once  all  the  vigor¬ 
ous  debate  about  the  meaning  of  Us 
dies  down,  enthusiasm  for  the  movie 
itself  will  find  its  balance  —  that  it 
will  be  seen  as  a  really  strong,  real¬ 
ly  ambitious  sophomore  effort  by  a 
young  director  who  is  steadily  ap¬ 
proaching  greatness,  and  whose  fa¬ 
cility  as  an  auteur,  in  terms  of  style, 
intent  and  artistic  reach,  seems  al¬ 
most  boundless. 

Despite  any  perceived  short¬ 
comings,  Us  is  an  important  film  on  several  fronts.  The  cast 
is  first-rate,  especially  Nyong’o  and  Elizabeth  Moss  (as  Ad¬ 
elaide’s  friend  Kitty),  both  of  whom  give  incredible  perfor¬ 
mances  in  dual  roles;  like  Toni  Collette  (. Hereditary )  and  Emily 
Blunt  (A  Quiet  Place)  before  them,  these  women  have  com¬ 
pletely  upped  the  ante  on  the  artistry  that  can  be  brought  to 
horror  films. 

More  importantly,  Peele  proves  with  Us  that  he’s  not  going 
to  be  content  resting  on  his  laurels,  and  that  he’s  fearless  and 
talented  enough  to  hold  a  mirror  up  to  our  own  worst  selves  — 
literally,  it  turns  out.  This,  regardless  of  the  why  and  the  how,  is 
the  most  memorable  thing  about  his  new  movie:  The  sense  that 
evil  we  do,  and  the  evil  we  suppress  and  ignore  as  we  enjoy  its 
fruits,  will  come  back  with  a  vengeance.  ■ 
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SHOOK  TWINS  HONOR  THE  GOOD  MEN 
WITH  A  NEW  ALBUM  RELEASE

Katelyn  and  Laurie  Shook,  twin  sisters  who  perform  as  the  Shook 
Twins,  have  been  singing  together  since  they  were  two  years  old 
“in  the  back  of  the  car  driving  to  grandma’s  house,”  Katelyn  tells  me 
over  the  phone. 

The  sisters  grew  up  in  Sandpoint,  Idaho.  In  school,  they  were 
“huge  choir  nerds,”  Katelyn  says,  “all  the  way  up  to  first  year  of 
college,”  but  they  didn’t  play  any  instruments  until  after  high  school. 
It  wasn’t  longbefore  they  were  writing  songs  centered  on  the  sisters’ preternaturally 
crystalline  vocal  harmonies. 

Even  then,  Shook  Twins  had  a  pretty  low-key  songwriting  process,  which  has 
continued  to  this  day. 

“We  just  start,”  Katelyn  says.  “We  don’t  think  about  it  too  much.  We  just  show  it  to  the 
other  one.”  The  sister  who  wrote  the  song  “has  the  most  power  over  the  song,”  she  adds. 

Early  songs  written  by  Laurie  were  about  finding  the  light  within  and  not  restricting 
yourself,  Katelyn  says.  Katelyn’s  songs  had  more  of  an  external,  searching  quality, 
with  themes  of  the  open  road.  These  subtle  differences  say  a  lot  about  the  unique 
personality  of  each  songwriter. 

After  playing  tiny  gigs  around  Sandpoint,  the  sisters  moved  to  Portland  and,  over 
the  course  of  about  10  years,  they’ve  become  a  popular  live  act  in  Eugene  —  performing 
their  folk  rock  everywhere  from  the  McDonald  Theatre  to  the  Oregon  Country  Fair. 

This  time,  Shook  Twins  play  their  largest  local  venue  yet,  the  Hult  Center’s  Soreng 
Theater.  They’re  in  town  supporting  their  brand-new  album,  Some  Good  Lives. 

The  album  showcases  the  group’s  usual  acoustic  songwriting,  with  some  faint 
through-lines  of  African  highlife  music  and  Joni’s  jazzy  period.  “We  love  Joni  Mitchell,” 
Katelyn  says,  particularly  the  lyrics  and  the  early,  simple  stuff. 

The  record  also  offers  plenty  of  contemporary  production  technique,  with  enough 
adult-pop  sensibility  to  fit  in  nicely  on  NPR  or  Austin  City  Limits.  Most  of  all,  there  are 
the  Shook’s  voices,  clear  and  true. 

The  album  was  partially  recorded  at  Hallowed  Halls,  an  old  library  building  in 
Portland,  and  the  music  reverberates  with  space  while  also  feeling  solid  —  like  an  old 
oak  desk  in  a  long-neglected  room. 

The  song  “Stay  Wild,”  with  a  music  video  playing  off  the  experience  of  having  a  twin 
as  metaphor  for  different  sides  of  the  same  person  —  one  wild,  one  buttoned-down  — 
may  be  Shook  Twins’  most  pop-oriented  offering  to  date. 

Lyrically,  the  sisters  wanted  to  pay  tribute  to  the  good  men  in  their  lives,  from 
grandpas,  uncles  and  godfathers  to  Bernie  Sanders  —  everyone’s  favorite  grandpa  — 
on  the  song  “What  Have  We  Done.” 

The  track  “Grandpa  Piano”  even  features  actual  recordings  of  the  sisters’ 
grandfather  playing  piano  in  the  final  weeks  of  his  life,  and  the  song  “Dog  Beach”  was 
written  by  the  sisters’  godfather  Ted,  who  recently  passed  away. 

With  the  #MeToo  movement,  men  were  getting  a  lot  of  bad  press.  “We  wanted  to  take 
the  other  side  of  that,”  Katelyn  says,  and  to  herald  the  good  men  that  do  exist  in  the  world 
as  part  of  the  healing  process,  as  goal  posts  or  examples  of  what  a  good  man  can  be. 
Because,  after  all,  it’s  about  equality,  Katelyn  says.  ■

Charting  the 
Northwest  Landscape 

KARIN  CLARKE  GALLERY  WRAPS  UP  A  MUSEUM-QUALITY 
SHOW  OF  WORK  BY  CHARLES  HEANEY

ROAD  FROM  WINNEMUCCA 


Work  by  Oregon  artist  Charles 
Heaney  (1897-1981)  so  seamlessly 
captures  the  mood  of  the  Pacific 
Northwest  that  it’s  hard  to 
imagine  art  here  without  him. 

Steadily  creating  easel  paintings 
—  and  later  making  prints  —  Heaney, 
a  youthful  transplant  to  Oregon  from  his  native  Wisconsin,  puts 
our  landscape  under  an  emotional  microscope,  giving  us  a  view 
that  still  bears  examining. 

You  can  see  a  cross  section  of  Heaney’s  paintings  and  prints 
in  Charles  Heaney:  Northwest  Master,  a  small  exhibit  that  wraps 
up  Saturday,  March  30,  at  the  Karin  Clarke  Gallery  in  Eugene. 
This  is  one  of  the  largest  assemblies  of  the  artist’s  work  to  be 


shown  since  the  exhibition  Memory,  Imagination  and  Place  at  the 
Hallie  Ford  Museum  of  Art  in  Salem  in  2005.  A  few  of  the  works 
now  at  the  Clarke  Gallery  were  included  in  that  show,  including 
a  small  oil  on  board,  “Road  From  Winnemucca,”  which  Heaney 
painted  in  1965. 

The  low  panoramic  image  explores  the  vast  emptiness  of  far 
southeast  Oregon.  It  documents  the  glimmers  of  subtle  color  that 
make  the  landscape  there  endlessly  fascinating,  like  jewels  that 
occasionally  sparkle  in  a  drab  background. 

Heaney  came  of  age  as  an  artist  in  the  1920s  and  ’30s,  and  his 
regionalist  style  marks  most  of  the  work  in  this  show. 

A  casein-on-board  painting  titled  “Winter”  from  1976  could 
easily,  from  the  look  of  it,  have  been  painted  in  1936.  It  shows 
a  solitary  woman  waiting  in  the  snow  outside  a  low  building  in 


what  might  be  a  rural  Oregon  town. 

A  large  mountain  (Mount  Hood?)  looms  in  the  background. 
With  its  bulk  and  presence,  that  mountain  —  a  familiar  motif  in 
Heaney’s  work  —  calls  to  mind  a  larger  painting  of  his,  “The 
Mountain”  from  1937.  It’s  not  in  this  show;  it  hangs  at  Oregon’s 
Timberline  Lodge,  where  it  was  acquired  as  part  of  the  Federal 
Art  Project,  which  employed  Heaney  in  those  Depression  years 
when  Timberline  was  being  built.  A  sister  work,  “Mountains,” 
done  in  1938-39,  hangs  at  the  Pordand  Art  Museum. 

This  exhibit  at  the  Clarke  Gallery  is  small  but  potent.  It’s  a 
great  example  of  a  commercial  gallery  offering  a  museum-quality 
experience  here  in  Eugene,  similar  to  the  Morris  Graves  exhibit 
that  White  Lotus  Gallery  did  in  2013.  ■
